Karly in September the library, which 
until then had been closed at 6 o'clock, 
was kept open until o'clock p. m., and 
these four additional hours have been of 
the greateat convenience to the citizens 
and to a large number of students, too 
busily engaged to take advantage of the 
library daring the day. 

A large proportion of thoae frequent* 
ing the library at night are students 
from the city schools and from ."^ta'e 
Collaga and Kentucky l aiversity. For 
tha neada of these i«adar»4be Board of 
Trustees is rapidly addinjj to the num- 
ber of reference booka, in the purpoaa 
of making the library an adioaei of tht 
greatest value to the fchools. 

In order to still further this progress 
the trusteea hava placed in the gallery 
of the library aaveral book ca aes for books 
that will enlist the intemt of pupils of 

the ditl'erent grades of the public HChools 

in their studies, and such books are being 
ordert d with each general order for booka. 

Owing to the » Ntension of time during 
which the library is kept open each day, 
and to the largely increased nnmbar of 
readers, it was found necessary to em- 
ploy a second assistant librarian.

Nkw Yopk, Jan. U —A E. Frye, of 
Highland, Cal., who returned yesterday 
from Havana, wbara ha apant two years 
as Superintendent of PoMo S^hotls in 
Cuba, said last night: 

"There baa been a great improvement 
intheconditienaoftchoolsinCuba. While 
there were not more than lO/XM pupils 
in 1897, there were 142,000 in May, 1900. 
Tba highast oambar aver ragisterad be- 
fore tha war waa 34.000. and the attend- 
ance never exceeded 17,000. There were 
no public schools, in reality, under Span- 
ish mla, and tha aebool property bad 
little or no value. Recently Gen. Wood 
gat the idea that many of the schools 
r^-ported by me, and for which money 
waa being drawn, did not exist. He gath- 
ered ttiis trotu information submitted by 
aabofdinates. In my reports I reported 
tha somber of Aulaa (school rooms), 
while tha military officers counted only 
the escuelaa (school houses), thus con- 
founding matters. But I soon explained 
the facta to the satisfaction of Gov. 
Wood. 

"Under tha aystem I hava inaognrated 
no fraud ia posaibia in the aehoels of 
Cuba. Under the old system there were 
ninaty>four profeasors under pay in the 
UoiYerslty of Havana, whara thara wera 
only students."
